BasicString Art Proceedures 


1. Place right side of fabric down on work- 
ing surface. Center board on wrong side of 
fabric. Trim excess fabric away, leaving 
enough fabric to wrap up the sides and 
over the back of the board.

2.Carefully lift both board and fabric. Be 
sure that you don't shift the fabric or the 


board and turn both pieces over. Place 
the board onto the working surface.

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3. Without shifting the fabric, fold it to- 
gether lenghtwise, spread the glue evenly 
on the exposed side of the board. 


4. Unfold fabric and place over glued sur- 
face. Smooth out with hands. Repeat step 
3 and 4, for other side. 
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5. Turn board over and glue edges of 
fabric. Pull fabric quite taut and press on- 
to sides of board and onto back. 


6. Miter corners as shown, cutting away 
excess fabric >” from corner of board. 
Glue remaining fabric flat to board.

7. Май sawtooth hanger оп back. Dab 
small amount of glue on nail so that han- 
ger does not work loose. 


8. Cut out inside of pattern along cutting 
lines, so that pattern removes easily, with- 
out disturbing pins. 


9. Tape pattern onto fabric. If using vel- 
vet, pin pattern into place so that nap is 
not crushed. Hammer pins in gently. To 
keep the height of the pins uniform, place 
а pencil beside the pins and hammer them 
as high as the pencil. 


10. Straighten any crooked pins with small 
nosed pliers. 


11. Wrap string according to instructions.

NOTE: If any pins become loose, dab a 
small amount of glue on the end and re- 
insert them into place. Let them stand for 
awhile to set.

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BASIC PROJECT 
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WRAPPING 

The SLIP KNOT (A), is used to attach 
the thread to the beginning pin. Leave a 
4" tail at the beginning and the ending of 
a layer. Knot securely and cut thread. Dab 
knot with small amount of glue, so that it 
does not work loose. 

The CLOCKWISE WRAP (B), causes the 
thread to cross in front of the pin. The 
COUNTER CLOCKWISE WRAP (C), does 
not cross close to the thread. The COMP— 
LETE WRAP (D), wraps completely around 
pin. Always wrap thread in the direction 
called for on the pattern. 


ABBREVIATIONS 


Clockwise wrap - C.W. 
Counter clockwise wrap-C.C.W. 
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To advance the thread means to move it 
from one point to another. Advance HORI- 
ZONTALLY (E), means to string from 
side to side. Advance VERTICALLY (F), 
means to string from top to bottom. Ad- 
vance DIAGONALLY (G), means to string 
from corner to corner. These stringing pro- 
ceedures may cover short or long distances. 


Colorful and easy to string, the Air Bal- 
loon is an excellent selection for a ba- 
sic, Step-byStep project. We have cover- 
ed the board with black velvet for a rich 
and dramatic wall hanging. 

Once you have mastered the following 
wrapping techniques, you will find that 
string art is an interesting medium for cre- 
ative expression. 

Please read all of the instructional material 
on this page and on page 3 before start- 
ing this basic project which continues on 


page 6.

PROGRESSIVE WRAPPING 


On the illustration above, there is a slip 
knot on pin 1. Advance thread across pat- 
tern to pin indicated. In this case it is pin 
14. Wrap pin 14 in manner indicated in in- 
structions. (Either clockwise or counter 
clockwise.) Advance thread back across 
pattern to thread adjacent beginning pin, 
which is pin 2. Continue to work from 
2 to 15, 15 back to 3, 3 to 16, 16 back to 
4, etc. Work in a clockwise direction around 
the pattern, unless otherwise instructed. 
This method is used for any shape, such as 
squares, ovals, irregular shapes, etc. 


If you insert the spool of thread over a 
nail which has been pounded into a block 
of wood, the thread will unwind smoothly.

Place pattern on board 
and hammer in pins. For different wraps 
refer to page 4 and page 6. 


Step one: Outline all areas of turtle ex- 
cept shell with outline wrap, both sides of 
pin and with alternating outline wrap. Use 
green thread. 


Step two: Outline shell using outline wrap 
both sides of pin and then with alternating 
outline wrap. Use yellow thread. 


Step three: Each section of shell is done in 
the progressive wrapping technique ex- 
plained on page 3. Slip knot onto arrow 
and advance thread across section to oppo- 
site arrow. Continue to wrap C.W. until 
all pins have been wrapped twice. Use 
yellow thread. 
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Step four: The second layer for each sec- 
tion begins at the beginning arrow and 
the thread advances across to the fifth pin. 
Wrap progressively until all pins are wrap- 
ped twice. Use orange thread. 


Step five: Wrap eye, using outline wrap on 
outside of pins. Then wrap progressively 
beginning on pin 1 and advancing thread 
to pin 4, 4 back to 2, 2 to 5, etc. until all 
pins are wrapped twice. Wrap C.W. 


Step one: Wrap body horizontally, then 
outline tail, wrapping both sides of pin. 
Use yellow thread.

Step two: Wrap legs in outline wrap, both 
sides of pin, and then with alternating out- 
line wrap. Then wrap body progressively, 
advancing thread from starting pin directly 
across pattern to opposite pin. Wrap pro- 
gressively, C.W. wrapping pins only once. 
Use yellow thread.

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Step three: Wrap wings by outlining them 
first with outline wrap on outside of pins.

Save the Tiger. Because of his beautiful 
markings, the magnificent Bengal Tiger is 
on the endangered species list. The loss of 
this stately animal would be a tragic state- 
ment of man's vanity and greed. We have 
re-created him here, using shiny gold 
thread. When done on black velvet, he 
becomes a rich and lusterous decorator's 
item. If you know how to enlarge patterns 
from a graph, he would be stunning done 
to a larger size. Just remember to pur- 
chase enough supplies to complete your 
picture. For additional pizzaz, frame him 
in a plain, brass frame.

These dots and letters signify 
the starting and advancing pins for each 
stripe. For example, the stripe with A,B, 
signifies that you tie on at A and advance 
across to B and continue to wrap until 
each pin in the stripe is wrapped twice. 
The next stripe is lettered C,D. The next 
E,F, and so on. The alphabet has been re- 
peated. 


Step four: Forehead and cheek markings. 
Wrap diagonally from L. to R. and back 
from R. to L. 


Step five: Ears. Use progressive wrap, C.W. 
Advance thread directly across pattern 
from starting pin and proceed wrapping 
until all pins are wrapped.

Be sure to keep the thread within the con- 
fines of each stripe and don't let thread 
cross to the outside of the pins when ad- 
vancing from one pin to another. (See be- 
low.)

Large black dots in- 
dicate beginning pin on each sail which is 
strung to the large open dot in the same 
sail. Some sails share pins or have pins 
overlapping into another sail. Simply wrap 
these as any other sail. 


STEP TWO: Wrap the 3 masts in outlining 
and alternating outlining wraps connec- 
ting dots as shown at right. 
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STEP THREE: The 3 top pennants are all 
strung in the same manner. Tie on at pin 
2 and wrap CW to 1, back to 2 to 1, 3 to 
1,4 to 1...8 to 1 and work back in same 
manner to pin 2. See Fig. at right. 


STEP FOUR: Where masts inter- 
sect sails string as shown. 


STEP FIVE: Body of ship - begin at pin 
1 and outline pins 1 to 14 and back 14 to 
1 and forward pins 1 to 4. From pin 4 
wrap CW to 5, 15 to 5, 16 to 5, to 17. 
See Fig. at right. From 17 begin wrapping 
horizontally to pin 14 (right side of ship) 
and continue stringing horizontally ad- 
vancing from top to bottom. 


STEP SIX: Front sail - wrap progressively 
CW 1 to 20, 30 to 19,29 to 18... continue 
twice around entire sail. 


STEP SEVEN: From pin 12 outline the 6 
pins up to the mast connecting dots shown 
on pattern. 


STEP EIGHT: Wrap CCW pins 1 to 2 for 
2 layers. The 10 glass head pins are now 
positioned in body of ship following place- 
ment on cutout pattern section.

Work 
from R. to L. Wrap each pin twice, C.C.W. 
Begin at pin 1 and advance thread to pin 2, 
from 2 back to 3, from 3 back to 4, until 
end of fender is reached. Then wrap back 
diagonally for 4 pins and tie off. Back 
fender. Advance thread from pin 1 to 17, 
2 to 18, 3 to 19, etc. Keep wrapping in 
this progressive manner until pins 17, 18 
and 19 have been wrapped in two direc- 
tions. Be sure not to tangle thread in pins 
that form under part of fender. 


Step five: Seat back. Wrap progressively 
C.W., pin 1 to 8, 8 back to 2, 2 to 9, 9 
back to 3, 3 to 10, etc. Then outline 
around outer side of pins. 


Step six: Convertible top. Progressive, pin 
1 to 8, 8 back to 2, 2 to 9, 9 back to 3, etc. 
Then outline around outer side of pins. 
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Step seven: Wrap top of hood horizontally 
then diagonally between pins, making sure 
to keep thread clear of top of tire. Keep 
wrapping until desired affect is achieved.

1 pkg. silver sequin pins 

(Project requires approx. 210 pins) 
2 spools silver thread

Prepare board as shown on page 3. Prepare 
pattern by cutting out pieces along heavy 
lines marked cut. Place pattern on board 
and hammer in pins. For different wraps 
refer to page 4.and page 6. 


Note: To achieve a multicolored effect 
on the silver thread, color sides of thread 
with waterproof markers. Be sure that they 
are waterproof as you don't want the color 
to rub off on your fingers as you are work- 
ing. We have used yellow, green, red and 
turquoise colored markers. 


Step one: Outline trout with outline wrap 
on outside of pins. Use gold thread. 
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Step two: Body. The body is wrapped in 
three layers. Refer to pattern. 


Firstlayer: Slip onto pin 8. Advance thread 
across to pin 43, 43 back to 7, 7 across to 
44, 44 back to 5, 5 across to 45, 45 back 
to 3,3 across to 46, 46 back to 1, 1 to 47, 
47 to 9. (Make sure that you wrap pin 9.) 
Continue to wrap in a C.C.W. direction un- 
til pin 47 has been wrapped from two di- 
rections. 


Second layer: Slip onto pin 8 and advance 
thread to pin 42, 42 back to 9, 9 across to 
43, 43 to 10, 10 across to 44, 44 to 11. 
Keep wrapping until fourth pin from end 
of upper lip has been wrapped. 


Third layer: Slip onto pin 1 and advance 
to pin 25. Wrap in the progressive manner 
C.C.W. until pin 38 is wrapped from two 
directions. Be sure not to advance thread 
across eye. 


Step three: Wrap dorsal fin horizontally.

Use red and white thread to form 
alternating stripes as on the American 
Flag. Do not wrap over claw. 


Step ten: Wrap arrow head with outline 
wrap both sides of pin and then with alter- 
nating outline wrap. Wrap shafts, advancing 
thread across shield as shown. Do not ad- 
vance thread across claw. 


Step eleven: Wrap body in progressive 
manner. Refer to pattern and tie onto be- 
ginning pin. Advance thread to pin indi- 
cated on pattern and wrap in a C.C.W. 
direction, as indicated by arrow. Make 
two layers. Use gold thread. 


Step twelve: Outline olive branch with out- 
line wrap, both sides of pin and then with 
alternating outline wrap. Use green thread.

Sand and paint board. Refer to color photo 
on cover for color scheme. 


Step one: Refer to main pattern piece. 
Wrap inner eyes, progressively. Advance 
thread directly across pattern to receiving 
pin. Use gold thread and wrap each pin 
one time. 


Step two: Refer to main pattern piece. Us- 
ing big pin as pivot pin, wrap each pin as 
shown. Use gold thread. 


Step three: Refer to main pattern piece. 
Body. Using beak pin as pivot pin, wrap 
each pin as shown. Use gold thread. 


Step four: Refer to main pattern piece. 
Make second layer on sides of body. Wrap 
progressively, C.W., advancing thread from 
pin 1 to 16, 2 to 17, andso on until pin 19. 
At this point pins 19, 20, 21, 22, 23 each 
receive the thread for two adjacent pins 
on the side of the body. Tie off on pin 23. 
Use gold thread. Use same proceedure for 
other side of body but wrap C.C.W. 


Step five: Refer to main pattern piece. Out- 
side eye. Wrap thread back and forth as 
shown, then outline outside of eye with 
outline wrap on outside of pins. 


Step six: Refer to main pattern piece. Beak 
and top of head. Use big pin as pivot pin 
and wrap from left side of head to right 
side as shown. Use silver thread. 


Step seven: Claws. Refer to main pattern 
piece and wrap as shown, until desired 
thickness is achieved. Use silver thread. 


Step eight: Refer to main pattern piece. 
Outline branch as shown with outline wrap 
on outside of pins.

String Art applied to jewelry makes 
a stunning composition. Strung in 
gold or any color thread, makes a 
perfect wardrobe accessory. 


MATERIALS NEEDED: 
16 (1%" finishing nails) or 
16 (2" large pins FS64) 
Liquid Lead 

1 spool gold thread 

Bell cap with ring 

Gold necklace chain 


Step one: Place the 16 nails in a circle 
(points together) and secure in center with 
liquid lead - (allow to dry at least over- 
night.) Nails will still move quite easily in 
the lead therefore be careful stringing. 
See Photo A. 


Step two: Wrap end of thread around 
liquid lead center and knot. Begin wrap- 
ping thread between opposing nails (6 
wraps each space.) See Photo B. 


Step three: Number nails 1 - 16. Make a 
complete CCW wrap on 1, skip over to 5 
and wrap, skip to 9 and wrap, skip to 13 
and wrap, back to 1... continue З times 
around circle. This is back of medallion. 


Step four: Turn medallion to front and 
make a complete CCW wrap around nail 
14, 15, 16, skip 1, wrap 2, 3, 4, skip 5, 
wrap 6, 7,8, skip 9, wrap 10, 11, 12, skip 
13... and continue this pattern 3 times 
around medallion. 


Step five: Keep medallion at front and 
continue with nail 14 making complete 
CW wraps around all nails (3 times around 
medallion.) 


Step six: With circle still at front make a 
complete CCW wrap around nail 14, skip 
15, 16, 1, wrap 2, skip 3, 4, 5, wrap 6, 
continue this pattern 4 times around med- 
allion. On last wrap of 14, continue to 15 
and begin the pattern again (skipping 3 
nails each wrap.) Repeat this pattern using 
nails 16 and 1 for beginning nails. 


Step seven: With medallion still at front 
wrap a complete CW wrap around 2, 3, 4, 
5. . . and continue around entire med- 
allion approximately 16 times. 


Step eight: Returning to nail 2 after 16th 
wrap, make a complete CCW wrap around 
2, skip 3, wrap 4, skip 5, wrap 6. . . and 
continue 3 times around circle. After 
returning to 2 after 3rd revolution wrap a 
complete CCW wrap around 3, skip 4, 
wrap Б... (3 times around circle.) Return- 
ing to nail 3, knot thread, clip and apply 
glue to knot. 


Step nine: Secure a bell cap with ring over 
knot on nail 3 and secure chain through 
ring. 


ANOTHER SUGGESTION: 

This medallion, a beautiful jewelry 
form, makes a wonderful Christmas 
ornament. Attach ornament hook to 
small ring at top. String them in gold, 
silver, red, green or any color thread to 
compliment your Holiday decor!
